Insurance clients of practicing lawyers are not listed in the Roster, but 
companies interested in such attorney as local counsel may secure such infor- 
mation from the Federation offices. Where no biographical data appears, 
this means that we did not receive a completed data card from the member. 
The extent or brevity of such data depends upon information furnished and 
is no reflection, favorable or unfavorable, as to such member. Since the 
manuscript was turned over to the printers upon February 19, 1951, mem- 
bers paying dues after that date do not appear in this Roster, but will appear 


upon the Federation records.
